without the black caps being re­ 
moved.” 
The witness gave the names of 
several persons who were present 
at the cemetery with him. 
There was too much hurry in the 
registration service,” he continued, 
“and many sad mistakes in identi­ 
fication were made.”

“It was customary to bury a man 
hanged with the rope and black 
cap in place,” he declared. 
Jacobson testified that the sol­
